Insects on House Plants. 

The New York Tribune gives the fol¬ 
lowing simple plans for the eradication 
of plant lice, which sometimes seriously 
trouble house plants in winter. It says : 

There are at least twenty different 
specifics much vaunted for destroying 
the insect* that infest house plants, es¬ 
pecially as regards the green aphidos, er 
plant lice, who, like the poor, are ever 
with us. In England, the article mostly' 
in favor at present among florists seems 
to be what is known as “Gishurst’s Com¬ 
pound.” Here, we have not much, be¬ 
yond the tobacco smoke remedy. To 
make this effectual the plants should bo 
kept an hour or more in a concentrated, 
smoke, obtained by burnmg tobacco on. 
redhot coals. Failure lunially proceeds 
from too brief immersion in the smoke. 
In airtight greenhouses, it is practicable- 
to fill an entire room with the smoke, 
and leave the plants in it all night. A 
similar result can be effected in a small 
way in a barrel. An ingenious friend, 
an amateur “rosarian,” covers each of 
his roses successively Avith a sort of pa¬ 
per balloon,Avhich is so constructed as to 
be capable of more or less expansion, ac¬ 
cording to the size of tlie plant, and con¬ 
tains a tin cup, in which ho puts hot 
coals and tobacco. There are people 
who meet with success in applying cer¬ 
tain powders to tho aphis; but the ma¬ 
jority of experimenters find difficulty in 
keeping him long enough under the in¬ 
fluence of the application, to say nothing 
of the trouble of washing the powder off 
the foliage afterward. The “Persian in¬ 
sect powder,” carbolate of lime, and some 
of the stronger snuffs, have, hoAvever, 
their advocatos, who blow them at the 
aphides with bellows. Washing with 
strong soapsuds is a good practice, with 
plants as well as with people, and toler¬ 
ably safe; forrthis purpose, in the former 
case, wlialo oil soap has a high repute. 
Suds can be applied, of course, with a 
syringe ; for that matter a baby might 
be washed in that way, but it would not 
be the most advisable method; the bet¬ 
ter way is, to plungo the thing to be- 
washed into the suds; but in the case of 
plants, there is this difference—they do* 
better if put in head foremost, and a. 
piece of paper should be tied over tho 
earth of each pot, to keep it from failing 
out while tlie plant is soaking. Most 
people knoAv enough wr cut a hole in tho 
paper for the stalk to pass through. Va¬ 
rious soaps and solutions are sold, for this 
purpose, containing different proportions, 
of carbolic and cresylic acids, some being 
so effectual that vegetable as well as an¬ 
nual life succumbs to their influence ; 
and folks who love their plants, as a rule, 
prefer to try chemical experiments of 
this kind upon tho plants of other peo¬ 
ple. 

There is a remedy for the aphis not; 
freely advertised in the neAVspapers, nor 
highly recommended in horticultural 
books, which is not open to certain ob¬ 
jections that apply to all the foregoing. 
It consists in using the eyes sharply and 
the thumb and forefinger dexterously. 
On the first trials, especially if plants 
have been much neglected, this process 
will seem very much like work, and ifi 
may be necessary to hold the left hand 
so as to catch tho insects while stripping 
them from tho foliage with the right. 
After being once thoroughly cleaned, the 
nlants can ba_ kept in in order if a few 
minutes arc: tLex i.n-qffiJTSF IffT 

Within a week the morning’s review 
should not discover a half dozen insects, 
even of tho smallest kind. But it will 
not do to skip a day or two and give a 
new colony a chance to breed. Oc¬ 
casionally a knoAving old aphis fixes him¬ 
self in the axil of the leaf or the fold of 
a bud, where, to get at him, it is neces¬ 
sary to wet the end of a match, the point 
of a pencil, or even the head of a pin, 
and touch his back gently with it; you 
will find him adhering Avhen the insru- 
ment is withdrawn. Is it quite certain 
that it wpuld take too much tixno to 
clean your plants with thumb and 
finger 1 Then, depend upon it, you aro 
trying to keep too many. As Avith fam¬ 
ily “olive branches,” so Avith house 
plants; ono scrupulously clean, is a 
pleasanter sight than twenty or thirty 
more or less lousy. 

HECEIPTS. 


Lemon Extract.— Allow two ounces 
of the yelloAv parts of a lemon rind to 
one pint of alcohol ; a few drops of tho 
oil of lemon is an improvement. 

Vanilla Extract. —To four vanilla 
beans add one tonka bean and half a pint 
of good alcohol; bottle and put in a 
warm place three Aveeks, Avlien pour off 
into a clean bottle. 

Cheap Lemon Pie. —One lemon, one 
teacupful of sugar, one table-spoonful of 
corn starch rubbed smooth in a little A\a- 
ter; pour upon this one teacupful of 
boiling water, stirring it the while; then 
add salt, one egg, and butter the size of 
a walnut. 

In almost every combination in cook¬ 
ing, Avhere tho whites of eggs are used, it 
is better to beat them to a froth, and. 
add them the last minute before baking. 
Sponge-cake is especially improved in 
this way. 

Canned grapes arc nice fliworing for 
mince-pies; steAv and sift them. Al¬ 
ways puncture cranberries for pics.— V. 
Y. Witness. 


Canary Birds. —Hang the cage al¬ 
ways Avhere drafts do not strike the bird. 
Give healthy birds canary and rape seed, 
plenty of fresh Avater, cuttle fish bone, 
and clean gravel on the bottom of the 
cage often. Also, give the birds fresh 
Avater to bathe in every day. After they 
have bathed remove the dish, Avhich 
should be shallow. Never have the room 
overheated. At night, when the fire has 
gone down, if it is very cold, throw a 
thin cloth over the cage. A little pep¬ 
per occasionally regulates them. Do not 
give them cake or sugar. When moult¬ 
ing, feed them on rape seed slightly 
moistened. Hard-boiled egg and cracker 
grated are excellent Bad seed will kill 
birds. Cabbage and sAveet apples are 
good for them, and now and then a fig. 
With moderate care the little songsters 
will repay your attention Avith sweet 
notes of joy— Western Rural.

Chickering piano warerooms and several 
stores on Boylston and Essex streets, the 
Beach Street Church was on fire and 
considerably damaged. The loss is es¬ 
timated at $1,000,000, of which $445, 
000 is buildings. 

General Davis has returned to Boyle’s 
camp from an unsuccessful scout after 
Captain Jack, in company with bogus 
Charley and other Surrendered Modocs. 
On Saturday, Bogus Charley and other 
Modocs went on an independent scout 
after Captain Jack. 

Dispatches from Kansas on Friday 
state that the freshets of Kansas are con¬ 
stantly assuming ucav features, and in¬ 
creasing in proportions and importance. 
The Missouri, Kansas and Texas Rail¬ 
road has not been running any trains on 
its Northern Division since last Sunday, 
and the prospects are uncertain. The 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad 
have twice commenced running trains, 
but are to-day blocked five miles west of 
this plac3 by new and damaging freshets. 
Reports from the vicinity ot the junction | 
of the Cottonwood and Neosho Rivers 
are to the effect that the country there

Two thousand one hundred and sixty- 
three bills were introduced in the Legis¬ 
lature last winter, 1,457 in the House, 
697 in the Senate; 779 House bills, and 
456 Senate bills passed. Of 219 New 
York city bills, 76 were introduced in 
the House and 143 in the Senate, and 
130 passed. Six hundred and forty-sev¬ 
en bills were signed by the Governor, 
and 230 await signature. This is about 
the same showing as last year. 

Rev. Henry Ward Beecher *lms pub¬ 
lished a card relieving Theodore Tilton of 
all responsibility for the charges made I 
against him. 

A report presented to tho United As¬ 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church, now 
in session in Philadelphia, shows that 
one-ninth of the Presbyterian congrega¬ 
tions are without houses of worship. 

The friends of Mr. Seward in New j 
York, propose erecting a monument in 
Central Park to bis honor. Two hun¬ 
dred and fifty of them have subscribed 
a hundred dollars each, making an ag¬ 
gregate of twenty-five thousand dollars 
for the purpose. 

Hiram Sibley has increased his endow 
ment to Cornell University $30,000, 
making a total of $90,000 Herbert 
Smith, of Manlius, has presented the uni¬ 
versity with an entomological cabinet of 
25,000 specimens. Tho university has 
received many other valuable gifts. The 
donors say the gifts are made as an ex¬ 
pression of confidence in Mr. Cornell, and 
were inspired by the charges made against 
him by Assemblyman McGuire. 

Hon. John A. Bingham, of Ohio, has 
been appointed minister to Japan. 

Chicago was visited by a $200,000 fire 
on Monday. 

The decrease in the public debt for tho 
month May is $3,525,282 

Cholera has appeared in Western Prus¬ 
sia, having been communicated from 
Russian Poland. 

Several incendiary fires have lately oc¬ 
curred in the village of Amsterdam, 
Montgomery comity. The fires are sup¬ 
posed to have been set by persons refus¬ 
ed licenses to sell liquor and who have 
threatened to burn the place. 

General Sherman thinks the effect of 
the Modoc surrender upon all the tribes 
in Oregon, Idaho and north western 
Territories will be to compel them, 
through fear, to keep the peace. He 
doubts whether the capture will terrify 
the warlike Sioux into submission, and 
and thinks the Modocs will be surren¬ 
dered to the civil authorities in accordance 
with the precedent in the case of Saiitanta 
in Texas.

Decoration Day In Mexico. 


For tho public decoration of the graves 
of dead soldiers the weather of Friday 
yras in every way propitious. The dust 
had been laid by rain the preceding 
night, the low temperature was favorable 
for marching, while the sunbeams fell 
deliciously warm and bright upon the 
multitude gathered to witness and assist 
in the ceremonies. 

The procession headed by Major Hall, 
Marshal of the day, and consisting of 
bands, veteran,smilitary companies, flow- 
er wagon, dec., formed on Church St., and 
marched in the middle ofthe street, while 
the walks on either side were lined with 
people going in the same direction and 
on the same errand of gratitude. 

After marching to the sound of mar¬ 
tial music among the graves of our beau¬ 
tiful cemetery and depositing floral offer¬ 
ings on the mounds under which they 
sleep whoso devotion and sacrifice the 
day was set apart to commemorate, the 
people gathered on the west side of the 
grounds and sitting, or standing on the 
sunny slope, listened to the address and 
pther exercises. Tho order was as follows: 
*—rlst, Singing ; 2d, Prayer by Row (ioi> 
II. Watson ; 3d, Singing ; 4th Reading 
a portion of tiie I5th chapter of 1st Cor¬ 
inthians by Rev. Mr. Hewitt; 5th,Sing¬ 
ing ; 6th, Address by the Hon. W. H. 
Kenyon, of Oswego. 

Mr. Kenyon said his theme was one that 
had called forth the eloquence of all times; 
war was common, and danger to country 
had never failed to awaken the energies 
of the pati’iot. Tho growth of nations, 
the good of society had been promoted 
by war ; therein Greek democracy had 
its origin. IIo roviewed briefly the his¬ 
tory of the United States—in the rebel¬ 
lion republicanism proved itself stronger 
than monarchy; our army demonstrated 
the truth that lovo of liberty is mightier 
than lovo of conquest. Vividly the speaker 
portrayed tho life of the soldier, his pri¬ 
vations and sufferings. Not only did 
the volunteer have much to endure— 
death carno also—tho track of our army 
was strewn with the bodies of half a 
million slain. The evil man leaves no 
monument, ho who devotes himself to 
the good of others has the thought that 
though his body perish he will still live 
on earth in what he has done. Did the 
young soldier, lying down to die so early 
for his country, fail 1 No ; his death 
was a gloi’ious consummation of his work. 
The lives of such were infused into the 
republic, and in it they still exist. 

Mr. Kenyon spoke witli distinctness 
and energy ; his voieo and manner were 
pleasing, tho address eloquent. At its

He 
passed through Madison University, grad¬ 
uating in 1857, with an honorary degree, 
and afterward graduated with all the 
honors from the New York Optlialmic 
Hospital College. He immediately en¬ 
tered upon the practice of his chosen pro¬ 
fession, and lias pursued it with such 
success that he now enjoys a reputation 
second to none in the county. It will 
be seen, therefore, that Dr. Bulkley is in 
the fullest sense a self-made man, and 
owes all that he has and is to his own 
individual exertions.”

Tic civil Damages Bin. 


The following is the Bulkley Civil 
Damages hill as it passed both Houses, 
and was signed by the Governor on 
Saturday : 

The people of the State of New York , 

Represented inthe Senate and Assembly, 

do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Every husband, wife, 
child, parent, guardian, employer or 
other person wlio shall be injured in 
person, or property, or means of support 
by any intoxicated person, or in conse¬ 
quence of the intoxication, habitual or 
otherwise, of any person, shall have a 
right of action in Lis or her name against 
any person or persons who shall, by sell¬ 
ing or giving away intoxicating liquors, 
cause the intoxication in whole or part 
of such person or persons, and by 
any pei-son or persons owning or renting, 
or permitting the occupation of any 
building or premises, or having knowledge 
that intoxicating liquors are to be sold 
therein, shall bo liable, severally, or 
jointly with the person or persons selling 
or giving away intoxicating liquors afore¬ 
said, for all damages sustained, and for 
exemplary damages, and all damages re¬ 
covered by a minor under this act shall 
be paid either to such minor, or to his or 
her parent, guardian or next friend, as 
the Court shall direct; and the unlawful 
sale or giving away of intoxicating 
liquors shall work a forfeiture of all 
rights of tho lessee or tenant under any 
lease or contract of rent upon the prem¬ 
ises. 

Sec. 2. In any action arising for vio¬ 
lation of the provisions of this act, any 
justice of the peace in the county where 
the offenso is committed shall have juris¬ 
diction to try ami determine the same, 
providing the amount of damages claim¬ 
ed does not exceed $200, in which case,

go, that a deaf-mute commonwealth 1 
might be founded. He aimed at a po¬ 
litical independence, a state sovereignty 
for the benefit of an unfortunate, down¬ 
trodden class, which he considered down -1 
trodden, because “the human soul is de¬ 
nied itB right because oi their bodily 
imperfection.” He desired to “have a 
small republic of our own, under our 
sovereignty, and independent of all 
hearing influence," and to “endeavor to 
form a model in ourselves of what a 
Christian community can be.” He 
would make a home for the mutes, for 
mutual intercourse and improvement; 
and to “show tho world our abilities, 
which may induce governments and op¬ 
ulence to employ our brother mutes in 
many posts for a living.” Some ot his 
brother mutes ridiculed his scheme as 
visionary and impracticable, others ap¬ 
proved of it with modifications. Some 
editorial remarks on the project in the 
publication in which it was given to the 
world are as follows : 

“As for discussing his views, then, 
with the idea of carrying them out into 
reality, we might as well deliberate 
whether it would be for the advantage of 
the deaf and dumb to take up their 
abode in some continent on the face of 
the mOon.” 

Of course the projector’s dream was 
never realized; he never found himself 
President of the Deaf-Mute Republic, 
nor even the elected representative of 
the “Silent State” in Congress. I think 
most people -will agree that it would be 
unwise for deaf-mutes thus to be sep¬ 
arated from the rest of mankind—to be 
located by themselves in any country, or 
even town, apart from those who possess 
all their faculties. They are far better 
associated with, and under the protection 
of, those who are not laboring under the 
great deprivation from which they suffer.

PUMPS FOE'DEEP WELLS. 


The Report of the Now York Insti¬ 
tution for the Deaf and Dumb is out. 
Thi* is its fifty-fourth Annual. The 
number of pupils for the year has been 
five hundred, more or less, generally 
more. These have been under the care 
of a corps of thirty teaches, of whom 
eighteen are deaf-mutes, and all but two 
or three are graduates of the institution. 
The receipts for the year ending Sept. 
30th, 1872, were $173,903.24, and the 
expenditures $168,622.64. Repairs to 
the extent of $23,000 have been made to 
the buildings and grounds, and the 
whole structure is in a state of comforta¬ 
ble repair. . The report of the pi-incipal 
is on able document and very read¬ 
able in every way. Unlike most re¬ 
ports, it does not confine itself 
strictly to the affairs of the institu¬ 
tion, though these are treated to their 
fullest extent; it commands a wider 
scope and takes a kind and laudable in¬ 
terest in the affairs of the deaf and dumb 
that are outside the bounds of the insti¬ 
tution. 

Speaking of the Homo for aged and 
infirm deaf-mutes, the principal says : 
“One of its objects is to furnish oppor¬ 
tunities for religious worship in the sign 
language, at stated intervals, to educated 
deaf-mutes in different parts of the coun¬ 
try ; another, to solicit for them situa¬ 
tions in which they can make themselves 
useful and independent when circum¬ 
stances make it difficult for them to meet 
with success in this direction by their 
own unaided efforts; and a third, to 
establish a home wherein can be received 
and surrounded with comforts and conso¬ 
lations those friendless ones among them 
who, by reason of age or other infh*mity, 
are unable to secure support outside of 
the alms-house. Of the ecclesiastical 
features cf tho mission it does not be¬ 
come me to speak, as this institution is 
not identified with any special denomi¬ 
nation of Christians, seeking rather to 
furnish the basis of character and 
knowledge which will fit itB pupils to be 
received into any one of the mansions of 
the Redeemer’s kingdom which their do¬ 
mestic relations may render most de¬ 
sirable for them; but I am thoroughly 
in sympathy with the practical features 
of the scheme, and would bespeak for it 
the active co-operation of the benevolent 
of all shades of religious belief. This 
iB the part of the work in behalf of deaf- 
mutes which has hitherto boen unorgan¬ 
ized. The State undertakes their prepa-' 
ration for usefulness by providing them 
with education, thus assuring her own 
security by converting a class of ignor¬ 
ant and irresponsible human beings into 
intelligent, law-abiding citizens; the

It is an undisputed fact, that nearly 
all the young men who began life with 
fair prospects of success, but who finally 
went to the bad, began their downward 
career by not “remembering the Sabbath 
day to keep it holy.” 

On the last Sabbath of the term of 
school in the New York Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb, when vacation was 
close at hand, and when many of the 
pupils were to leave their Alma Mater 
to return no more as pupils, and when 
the rest were about to return to their 
respective homes to pass the vacation, 
Dr. H. P. Peet used particularly to dwell 
upon the subject of how the pupils 
should spend their Sabbaths. In clear, 
forcible and eloquent signs, made all the 
more impressive by hi» commanding 
figure, lie would point out to his pupils 
tho dire consequences of disregarding the 
Sabbath day. In his printed letter of 
advice to his pupils, he devotes a consid¬ 
erable portion of it to this subject. He 
seemed to think that If the deaf-mutes 
would spend their day of rest in a proper 
manner, they could not become bad, at 
least, their chances of being led astray 
would be very much diminished. 

Deaf-mutes generally give as an excuse 
for not going to church that they cannot 
hear the preacher. If this must be ac¬ 
cepted as an excuse for not attending 
church, it is certainly no excuse to go 
roaming about all over tho neighborhood. 
It is advisable, under all circumstances,
